Mr.  liacko  stated  he  was  calling  to  give  information  can  ■ resident  Xanr.eoy's 
assassination.  He  said  Oswald  vao  paid  to  kill  Governor  Connelly  by  Jack  Huby. 

Mr.  Back*,  r said  Jack  Huby  was  paid  by  acme  member  of  the  local  bar  association. 

Kr  Hacker  stated  it  would  not  be  safe  for  I resident  Johnson  to  ride  in  a 
car  with  Governor  Connaliy  as  they  were  still  trying  to  kill  the  'Governor. 

Mr*  Bob  .'.ml-  rling  of  the  local  r’.H.l  • office  was  contacted  ana  he  interviewed 
iir.  Hooker  on  the  phone.  Mr.  Gemberling  advised  us  that  he  would  hove  the 
i'.d.l.  office  in  Los  Angeles  check  this  matter  out  today.
